Residents rejoice after cemetery plan dropped

Millionaire developer Ben 
Dunne has withdrawn his plans 
to turn a sports ground in Mot- 
spur Park into a cemetery 

Irishman Mr Dunne had angered 
residents with his application to con¬ 
vert the old BBC Sports Ground, but 
they were informed of the withdraw¬ 
al on Friday 

They now face uncertainty as to the 
future of the site, but are resolved to 
fight on to get the sports ground re¬ 
turned to its former use. 

John Moore, chairman of Motspur 
Park Residents’ Association, said: 
“The committee who have worked 
very hard to do this are over the 
moon. We were all contacting each 
other and slapping our backs. 

“We are trying to bring together all 
the bodies who are interested in 
sports - Fields In Trust, Fulham FC - 
with Mr Dunne to see what common 
ground there is and how it can pro¬ 
ceed. Everybody here would like to 
see the ground revert to its former 
glory.” 

Mr Dunne’s company bought the 
20.5acre (8.3 hectares) site more than 
three years ago to build an affordable 
leisure centre but the plans were 
scrapped when council officials 
pointed out the rules on Metropolitan 
Open Land. 

More than 100 people signed a peti¬ 
tion on Kingston Council’s website 
appealing for it to be returned to 
recreational use but Mr Dunne per¬ 
sisted with the cemetery plans and 
warned if that did not go through he 
might have to sell the land on. 

Residents whose houses back on to 
the sports ground welcomed the 
news. 

One woman in Bargate Close said: 
“I think it is fantastic.” Another 
woman in Ancaster Crescent said: “It 
is good news because we need open 
land. We used to just look over the 
fence and see sports being played.” 

Leader of Kingston’s Conserva¬ 
tives, Councillor Howard Jones, said: 
“This is good news. It would be good 
if Mr Dunne came forward to work 
with us.” 

Kingston’s Liberal Democrat MP 
Edward Davey posted leaflets about

the news through doors at the week¬ 
end, but was criticised by the associa¬ 
tion for “claiming the credit”. 

“He shouldn’t have written that let¬ 
ter,” said Mr Moore. “We have had ab¬ 
solutely no help from him.” 

Mr Davey said he had simply sent 
the newsletter to let people know his 
position. He said: “I’m sorry if I put 
his [John Moore’s] nose out of joint 
but I would pay tribute to him and 


the residents and also to everyone in¬ 
volved.” 

Mr Dunne’s plans for the site - for 
which it is believed he paid about 
£3m - are still unknown. 

He was unavailable for comment as 
the Kingston Guardian went to press.

These long-awaited pho¬ 
tographs show them finally ex¬ 
ploring their enclosure with 
their mother, who they stick 
with at all times. 

The Persian leopard cubs are 
the second litter for their six- 
year-old mother, Shakira, and 
father Kalaf, 14. 

Chessington Zoo’s senior car¬ 
nivore keeper, Jon Merrington, 
said: “We were really sur¬ 
prised when we found out 
Shakira had given birth to 
three cubs, especially as, due 
to his age, this might be the 
last litter that Kalaf fathers.” 

Cyrus and his sisters Soraya 
and Tahmine were first pho¬ 
tographed on September 19 
and have been coming out of 
their nest box a little at a time 
since. 

The active youngsters are 
still feeding on their mother’s 
milk, but recently started try¬ 
ing their teeth out on the bones 
in her meals, too. 

The cubs are an essential ad¬ 
dition to the international 
breeding programme that 
Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures is a member of.

The triplets are still quite 
shy, hiding behind logs, but 
can be seen on the specially de¬ 
signed cub cam when they re¬ 
treat into their nesting box.

□ Igor the pygmy goat. 

□ Six kune kune piglets. 

□ 12 ferrets. 

□ Five bantam chicks. 

□ Seven ducklings. 

□ One polecat.

Surrey Police smashed the 
ring after a series of undercov¬ 
er stings, which allowed officers 
access to the gang’s network 
and the drugs. 

Five members of the ring 
were sentenced to a total of 20

Richard Ward, 51, of Acre 
Road, Kingston, will learn his 
punishment on October 27. 
Police became suspicious 


of gang member Anthony Mon¬ 
ger, of no fixed abode, who had 
no legitimate income and ac¬ 
cess to large quantities of co¬ 
caine. 

They tracked his girlfriend 
Samala Willoughby, which led 
them to Kingston and to 
Ward, who supplied her with co¬ 
caine stored at his home. 

After collecting the drugs, 
Monger sold them to an under¬ 
cover officer at the Jovial Sailor 


pub in Guildford. 

The spokesman said: “The 
first supplies were of 80 per 
cent purity but this reduced to a 
low of 29 per cent in subsequent 
supplies. 

“As Monger supplied increas¬ 
ingly more cocaine, often in ex¬ 
cess of two ounces at a time, it 
was clear he was a well-estab¬ 
lished cocaine supplier within a 
large network of suppliers, 
spanning several counties.” 

The web got wider when 
police officers followed a lead to 
Brighton, where Rupert Hugill 


as 


was then identified 
a supplier. 

Another undercover officer 
met with his associate Steve 
Perry, who supplied nine 
ounces of cocaine from a south 
Croydon property, which was 
owned by another man, Terry 
King. 

The five were sentenced 
at Guildford Crown Court, after 
pleading guilty to drugs 
charges at a previous hearing.

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Boy admits possession 


A 16-year-old boy has admitted 
carrying a knife in Kingston 
town centre. 

The boy who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, appeared in 
Kingston youth court on Octo¬ 
ber 1, and admitted possessing 
cannabis as well as a kitchen 
knife with a six inch blade. 

Police were called to the town 
centre on September 24 at 3pm 
and arrested the youth, who 


had the knife and drugs stashed 
in his rucksack. 

Chief Inspector Cliff Law of 
Kingston police praised the 
result and said he was pleased a 
potentially dangerous weapon 
had been taken out of circula¬ 
tion. 

The case was adjourned for 
three weeks for reports to be 
prepared and the boy will be 
sentenced on October 22. 


Man cleared of stabbing 


A pub-goer accused of being 
involved in a stabbing out¬ 
side the King’s Tun pub in 
Kingston was cleared at 
Kingston Crown Court this 
week. 

Jahzeal Scarlett, 19, of 
Becklow Road, Shepherd’s 
Bush, had faced trial for 
wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
and assisting an offender, but 
a judge decided on Monday, 
October 6, there was not 
enough evidence against 
him. 

A charge of common as¬ 
sault still stands however, 
and has been referred back 
to Kingston Magistrates’ 
Court for a later hearing. 

It was alleged Mr Scarlett 
was with a friend who 
stabbed one man in the fore¬ 
head and back of the head 


and another man in the groin 
following an argument in the 
Clarence Street pub on 
February 4, 2007. 

The two groups of men did 
not know each other, but 
trouble started when their 
eyes met and the stabber 
asked “do you want some?”, 
the court heard. 

The men went outside to 
“settle their differences” and 
moments later victim Shan¬ 
non Phillips was grabbed by 
the back of the head and 
stabbed. 

When friend Minhazul 
Islam jumped to his defence, 
he was also stabbed. 

The man with the knife was 
never caught.

Council rejects proposed 
Conservative tax freeze

Cash-strapped Kingstonians 
may have to wait for a break in 
council tax bill increases, after 
Kingston’s ruling Liberal 
Democrats said David 
Cameron’s proposed two year 
freeze was unfeasible. 

The Lib Dems said such a 
freeze would impact on hous¬ 
ing, schools and social services 
for elderly and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. 

Having been under the control 
of both parties, Kingston Coun¬ 
cil has seen the largest rise in 
council tax in the country since 
1997, with some bills rising 
from £641 to £1,580. 

Council leader Councillor 
Derek Osbourne criticised the 
proposals. He said: “In 
Kingston, with inflation at 4.7 
per cent, we could only freeze 
council tax by cutting vital ser¬ 
vices and we would be forced to 
put up council tax in the follow¬ 
ing years to pay for it. 

“Schools, housing, the elderly 
and vulnerable would be affect¬ 
ed - we have little information 
how this would be funded and 
the truth is that the Tories 
would be likely to withhold 
some existing grants in order to 
pay for it.” 

He said the present system of 
council tax was unfair and re¬ 
form was needed. 

Kingston Council has a bud-

get of £348m, with debts of 
£162.5m, and is paying back 
£6.5m a year. 

Speaking at the Tory party 
conference, shadow chancellor 
George Osborne said the freeze 
would be paid for by cuts to 
Whitehall consultancy fees and 
advertising budgets, plus sav¬ 
ings by local authorities. 


Kingston Conservative leader 
Councillor Howard Jones said: 
“It’s not every day a political 
party gets it right, but this week 
our party showed yet again they 
are listening to residents’ 
concerns. 

“It is therefore even more 
galling to return from Birming¬ 
ham and read that our Lib Dem 


administration has rejected the 
council tax freeze and ignored 
the fact that Boris has already 
delivered on his election 
promise with a freeze on his 
share of council tax in April.”

Cancer drug lottery’ 
denied sufferers help 


Two cancer sufferers from 
Kingston were denied life-pro¬ 
longing drugs last year, while res¬ 
idents in neighbouring boroughs 
were awarded them, a survey has 
revealed. 

Campaigners said the figures, 
which varied widely across south 
London, confirmed fears of a 
postcode lottery when it comes to 
cancer drug treatment. 

Kingston Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) received two applications 
for drugs, but declined both. 

Residents in neighbouring bor¬ 
oughs had more success. 

Sutton and Merton PCT re¬ 
ceived 15 similar applications, 
and approved four, while Lam¬ 
beth PCT approved 10 of 15 re¬ 
quests. 

The results came from a BBC 
poll which asked PCTs nation-

wide how many applications they 
had received from patients in the 
past financial year - and how 
many had been granted. 

It focused on five specific drugs: 
Avastin, for colon and breast can¬ 
cer, Erbitux, for colon and lung 
cancer, Nexavar, for renal and 
liver cancer, Sutent, for renal can¬ 
cer and Tarceva, for lung and 
pancreatic cancer. 

The cancer sufferers in 
Kingston applied for Sutent for 
renal cancer, which can prolong 
life for up to three months. 

Geoff Martin, of health pres¬ 
sure group London Emergency, 
said: “In the modern age it is un¬ 
acceptable that access to these 
life changing drugs depend on 


where you live in London.” 

A Wandsworth PCT spokesman 
said: “The two cases quoted for 
KPCT would have been consid¬ 
ered under our exceptional 
circumstances arrangements. 

“We cannot of course comment 
on individual cases but funding is 
approved if the patient’s condi¬ 
tion meets the clinical criteria 
that we work to. 

“The PCT follows NICE Guid¬ 
ance and funding decisions on all 
drugs are based on clinical 
evidence on an individual basis.”

An alcohol-free zone out¬ 
side the YMCA in Surbiton 
could be the costly cure to 
antisocial behaviour, a 
meeting heard last week.

Police have launched an arson 
investigation in New Malden, 
after the area saw three suspi¬ 
cious fires in eight days. 

The most recent blaze, 
at JFA Printing, off Welling¬ 
ton Crescent, on Saturday 
evening, left the back of the 
building badly burned. It was 
thought to have been started 
deliberately at some wooden 
pallets left outside. 

Nearby businesses have been 
warned not to leave flammable 
materials lying around for fear 
arsonists could strike again. 

Reports of youths seen run¬ 
ning near the scene are being 
followed up by Kingston police 
and CCTV is being examined. 
No arrests have been made. 

It follows two other fires less 
than a mile away in an alley- 
way that runs between George 
Road and Queen’s Road on 
September 26 and 28. 

The first involved stacks of 
wood piled against a garden 
shed behind a house in Queens 
Road at 11.30pm. 

The other fire was two days 
later, when piles of rubbish at 
the rear of Vac Electric in 
Burlington Road were set on 
fire. 


JFA Printing’s workshop and 
office suffered 15 per cent dam¬ 
age and it took more than 20 
fire fighters an hour-and-a-half 
to put out the fire. 

Steven Preston, blue watch 
manager at New Malden fire 
station, was relieved the 
offices were empty and no one 
was injured. 

Mr Preston said: “This inci¬ 
dent could have happened next 
to someone’s home and the 
consequences could have been 


very different.” 

Police are encouraging peo¬ 
ple to “see through the eyes of 
an arsonist” to spot potential 
fire fuel and remove it from the 
streets.

man said: “If the lorry drivers can 
do it, so can we.” 

As well as lobbying the full coun¬ 
cil meeting, staff contracted to use 
their cars are being balloted for 
industrial action which could 
involve refusing to use their cars 
at work or a full-scale strike. 

Surrey County Council current¬ 
ly pays 40p a mile to required car 
users and 28p a mile to permitted 
users, which has not increased for 
nearly 10 years, despite the soar¬ 
ing cost of fuel and motoring 
costs. 


The council has recognised the 
need to increase payments, but a 
spokesman for Unison said the 
offer on the table was not even 
close to what was needed. 

An emergency meeting with the 
council has been scheduled for Oc¬ 
tober 10, when the unions will be 
able to put their case to council¬ 
lors. 

“There is still time for Surrey 
County Council to avoid a winter 
of discontent over car mileage 
allowances,” said a Unison 
spokesman.

Many teenagers are still unaware that smoking cannabis 
can lead to psychotic illness such as schizophrenia, as one 
local mother tells ELEANOR HARDING 


The violent secret 
of a ‘peaceful’ drug 


Cannabis has always had a nicer 
image than other drugs. A recent 
survey showed 25 per cent of 
teenagers even think it’s better for 
you than coffee. 

But many don’t realise the drug 
can also trigger a frightening men¬ 
tal illness in people, and there’s no 
telling whether you’ll be one of 
them. 

“So many lives are blighted by 
this, and some don’t go on to make a 
full recovery,” says Barbara*, 50, 
from Wandsworth. “People don’t re¬ 
alise how poisonous it can be.” 

Her son Jon* was once a sociable 
17-year-old who loved sports and 
aced every exam. But during his A- 
level years his entire personality 
changed when he began smoking 
cannabis. 

He became moody and nocturnal 
and by the time he got to university, 
it was clear something was wrong. 

Barbara said: “When we dropped 
him off there we felt terrified. He 
looked like a lost soul, whereas be¬ 
fore he could have taken on the 
world. He had a terrible year.” 

“We had our suspicions that he 
was smoking cannabis, but there 
were denials and obviously we had 
done all the usual warnings. Later 
it all came out. In hindsight we can 
see there was a link with what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Jon dropped out because he had¬ 
n’t done any work. At home he be¬ 
came violent and antisocial, unable 
to hold down a job. After a while he 
started hearing voices and a doctor 
diagnosed him with schizophrenia. 

“I was shocked,” Barbara says. 
“We didn’t know anything about it. 
It did feel like a death sentence.” 

Jon’s parents supported him and 
he eventually found the right medi¬ 
cation to improve the illness. Fig¬ 
ures show 20 per cent of 
schizophrenia sufferers can make a

recovery, and 60 per cent make a 
partial one. Now in his 20s, Jon is 
slowly rebuilding his life, but for 
now is still very dependent on fami¬ 
ly. 

Barbara adds: “If this hadn’t hap¬ 
pened he would have graduated and 
had a job and a social life. 

“He would have a girlfriend. None 
of that has happened; it’s as if he’s 
still 18.” 

Research strongly suggests that 
tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), the 
chemical in cannabis which makes 
people “high”, can also trigger psy¬ 
chotic illness in those who are vul¬ 
nerable to it. 

Last year it was revealed cannabis 
users are 40 per cent more likely 
than non-users to suffer a psychotic 
illness, with up to 800 schizophre¬ 
nia cases a year in the UK linked 
with the drug. 

It is thought the average THC con¬ 
tent of cannabis grown in the UK 
has risen from 6 per cent to 12 per 
cent in recent years, and that 
skunk, an especially strong form of 
the drug, is more widely used than 
ever before. 

Antonia Bornio, senior policy of¬ 
ficer at mental health charity Re¬ 
think said: “We are not saying that 
every young person who uses it will 
be affected but you don’t know if 
you’re vulnerable to it.

“Someone might be vulnerable to 
mental illness genetically but won’t 
necessarily develop it unless there 
is a trigger. 

“It can be devastating. People ex¬ 
perience it differently. It might 
mean being sectioned and taken to 
hospital. 

“It can be frightening for the per¬ 
son and their family. The symptoms 
can be losing touch with reality, 
maybe hearing voices or having 
hallucinations or delusions.” 

Experts say the brain is still form¬ 
ing during the teenage years, and it 
is during that time psychotic ill¬ 
nesses are likely to rear their heads. 

The charity is campaigning for 
young people to be educated on the 
issue, and has called for health 
warnings to be printed on tobacco 
papers.

Thumbs up for new 
student flat project

A new development of 129 student 
flats planned for the heart of 
Kingston town centre has moved a 
step closer to being built. 

The development, Quebec House, 
will be located in Cromwell Road 
and will also encompass two retail 
or food outlets. 

Kingston Council’s development 
control committee gave the pro¬ 
posals the thumbs up in late 
September subject to the develop¬ 
er, Watkin Jones, securing a man¬ 
agement and servicing contract 
for the commercial and residential 
elements and finalising a parking 
plan. 

The developer also has to finalise 
a section 106 agreement with the 
council, whereby it agrees to pro¬ 
vide some community benefit by 
planting shrubs and improving 
landscaping and paving. 

Labour Councillor Steve Mama 
spoke out at the decision of the de¬ 
velopment control committee and 
expressed concerns over the 
height of the building and possible 
traffic congestion on the site, 


which he called the “busiest junc¬ 
tion in the borough”. 

Quebec House will have two four- 
to six-storey buildings connected 
via a glass walkway and the stu¬ 
dent bedrooms will be individual 
studios with ensuite facilities and 
kitchens. 

There will be a communal court¬ 


yard as well as a lounge area and 
the developer hopes the site will be 
environmentally responsible, with 
the inclusion of cycle storage and 
the use of solar panels, rain water 
harvesting systems and combined 
heat and power systems. 

Keep up to date with this story at

Dancing to the beat of Bahia 



Tell me about where you 
grew up in Bahia 

Bahia is a part of Brazil where 
the culture is very much linked 
to Africa. 

It is becoming more and more 
a centre for ethnic tourism. You 
get a lot of wealthy Americans 
who come to Bahia rather than 
go to Africa. A lot of people have 
said some elements of African 
culture have been better pre¬ 
served in Bahia than Africa. 

When did you come to Eng¬ 
land? 

I came here in the 1970s. At 
that time in Brazil, the military 
was in power and they ruled the 
country as a dictatorship. 

Culture was very repressed -1 
had graduated from university 
and was teaching and there 
would be police in the class¬ 
rooms. 

The two main icons of Brazil¬ 
ian music were Caetano Veloso 
and Gilberto Gil. 

They were kicked out of 
Brazil because they started to 
express the repression through 
their music. 

A group of intellectuals, 
musicians, writers and artists 
left the country with them and 
in the midst of this was me. 

It was a seriously productive 
group which facilitated the 
growth of Brazilian art, music 
and literature in London. 

Do you ever go back to 
Brazil? 

I met and married my English 
husband and we have three 
daughters. 

I have the most glorious views 
of Richmond Park from my 


house, but when December and 
the cold comes then I go to 
Bahia to recuperate until 
March. 

I have a lovely flat there, so I 
can leave all my jumpers and 
socks behind. 

What can people expect from 
your concert? 

I want to celebrate the music 
of Bahia and I have crafted this 
concert carefully, because I have 
tried to blend not just the 
African roots of Bahia but 


also Brazilian jazz. 

It won’t all be like carnival -1 
also want to show the gentle 
soul and softness of the music 
as well as the energy and excite¬ 
ment of the Brazilian rhythms. 

Who are your band? 

My band is formed of very tal¬ 
ented young musicians who all 
play in London -1 look like the 
mother of everyone. 

We have a violao (a type of 
Brazilian guitar), an electric 
guitar, two percussionists, a 


bass player and two singers.

A colour-blind art graduate from 
Kingston University has been 
snapped up by a leading national 
publisher to illustrate two chil¬ 
dren’s books. 

Simon & Schuster were so im¬ 
pressed by Matthew Scott’s work 
at his degree show at a Shoreditch 
gallery in June it offered him a 
job. 

And after showing the 24-year- 
old’s work to a children’s author, a 
story has been specially commis¬ 
sioned to fit his illustrations of a 
bear for a children’s picture book. 

Mr Scott said: “It’s a fantastic 
opportunity. Puffin and another 
publisher Walker Books also ap¬ 
proached me at the exhibition but 
as soon as I walked through the 
door at Simon & Schuster its way 
of working really struck a chord 
with me, so I was really excited to 
work with them.” 

Mr Scott, who currently lives in 
Leytonstone after graduating 
from the BA illustration and ani¬ 
mation course at Kingston in July, 
discovered he was colour-blind at 
the age of nine. 

And, while that ruled out jobs 
such as a pilot or train driver, it 
has not stopped him indulging his 
passion for art. 

One of his pieces, I Never Want¬ 
ed to be a Pilot Anyway, reflects 
his experiences and shows a 
young boy in a pilot’s uniform 
standing in front of a colour test.

Kingston University’s mission to 
cut its carbon footprint has had 
the Hollywood treatment and 
been turned into a new film. 

Kingston was one of five uni¬

One motorbike death is enough. 

One can never “smugly as¬

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Life on the mean streets 

Life on the street can be terrifying and drives people to do illegal 
and awful things. Nigel King, of Kingston, who appeared in court 
last month, spoke to KERRY GROVE about his experiences 


After being evicted from his 
house and refused council hous¬ 
ing because he was not consid¬ 
ered “vulnerable enough”, 
disabled Nigel King has had 
three weeks of sleeping among 
the rats and eating dog food on 
Kingston’s streets. 

The 54-year-old former Hells 
Angel phoned a bomb threat to 
the council “as a cry for help”, 
earning him a conditional dis¬ 
charge at Kingston Magistrates’ 
Court last month. 

As winter draws in, Mr King 
is desperate to find a permanent 
home and, with the help of 
Kingston Churches Action on 
Homelessness (KCAH), has 
hired a solicitor to appeal 
against the council’s decision. 


If he loses, they will take the 
council to the county court to 
force it to take responsibility. 

Dressed in a leather coat, 
wearing several bumbags con¬ 
taining his most treasured pos¬ 
sessions, Mr King met me for 
breakfast at All Saints Church 
in Kingston’s Market Place. 

It has been his haven since he 
lost his semi-detached home in 
Moor Lane, Chessington, and is 
where he warms up after spend¬ 
ing the night in car parks or 
stairwells. 

Life on the streets has been 
tough for Mr King, who has had 
strokes and lost feeling in the 
left side of his body. He was 
forced to give up work four 
years ago and has since been re¬ 


ceiving disability benefit. 

When he ran out of cash for 
food last week, he ate a pigeon 
which he killed by hitting it 
with his walking stick. 

His hat, which he took off as 
he entered the church, still has 
the feathers sticking out as a re¬ 
minder of his feat. 

“When I stayed in an aban¬ 
doned shed I had to tuck my 
trouser legs into my socks to 
stop the rats crawling up,” he 
said. 

“I’ve had to go to Sainsbury’s 
when they’ve been throwing out 
food. Last week I ate a tin of dog 
food. Winalot. I’d recommend 
it.” 

The day after we met, and 
after three weeks on the street, 


KCAH organised emergency ac¬ 
commodation at the YMCA in 
Surbiton. 

But he is still holding out to 
get his own home before his 
council housing appeal dead¬ 
line on November 4. 

“How disabled do you have to 
be to be considered vulnera¬ 
ble?” he says. “No landlord will 
take me because I’ve not got a 
month’s deposit, I’m crippled 
and I’m onDSS.” 

Breaking down in tears, he 
adds: “I’ve been married, I’ve 
lost children, I’ve lost my house 
and I’ve lost my car. I stand in 
what you see, I live in what you 
see. 

“The only thing I haven’t lost 
is my head and my heart.”

Ever-increasing fame

She may have battled zombies 
and sacrificed herself to the 
Daleks in recent years but 
Penelope Wilton has done an 
awful lot more than simply 
sate the appetite of fanboys 
like me over the course of her 
illustrious career. 

Throw in a five-year stint on 
one of Britain’s best-loved 
sitcoms (Ever Decreasing 
Circles), plus a wealth of 
stage experience, and a series 
of appearances in Oscar-bait- 
ing movies like Cry Freedom 
and Iris, and Wilton fully de¬ 
serves her status as one of the 
nation’s finest actresses. 

Skilfully dipping her toe into 
popular fare like Shaun of the 
Dead and Doctor Who, and 
mixing it up with more 
thoughtful offerings like 
Lillian Heilman’s play The 
Little Foxes (which garnered 
her an Evening Standard 
Award nomination), the 
actress remains at the fore¬ 
front of the UK profession. 


And it is that talent, longevi¬ 
ty and wide-ranging project 
base that Wilton will discuss 
when she takes to the Rose 
stage as part of their Time To 
Talk series. 

Hailing from Yorkshire, 
Penelope had no real back¬ 
ground to acting, other than 
her mother spending a brief 
stint as an actress. 

But, after being packed off to 


convent school with her sis¬ 
ters, Wilton switched to Lon¬ 
don to enrol at the Drama 
Centre. 

However, despite honing her 
craft, it was not all she hoped. 

Wilton explained to The 
Times: “It was quite a tough 
place, perhaps too tough, as I 
wasn’t particularly confident 
in the first place. 

“I came out having only 


played older roles. I never was 
the ingenue type. I was some¬ 
body’s second, somebody’s 
aunt. 

“I always played disappoint¬ 
ed women.” 

That outlook may have kept 
her from ever becoming front¬ 
page news but it has ensured 
that, at the age of 62, Wilton 
still remains a constant fix¬ 
ture on the UK circuit. 

And marriages to actors 
Daniel Massey and Ian Holm 
have maintained her status 
among the acting elite. 

Most recently, she has been 
on stage at Donmar Ware¬ 
house in The Chalk Garden, 
and on screen in a BBC pro¬ 
duction of The Passion. 

But don’t dare suggest that 
she calls on her life experi¬ 
ences in preparation for roles 
- or you will face a swift 
rebuke. 

She continues: “It is called 
acting for a reason - it isn’t 
real. 

“If anything, I think the less 
people know about you, the 
more completely you can 
transform into somebody 
else.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : MERCEDES ML63 AMG 


Sheer indulgence 


There’s very little point to the Mer¬ 
cedes ML 63 AMG but few would 
deny that it’s great fun, writes Steve 
Walker. Thunderously quick but also 
comfortable, refined and luxurious 
in equal measure, it’s a car that can 
plaster a big grin on your face while 
getting you noticed for the right and 
the wrong reasons. 

It’s not your normal kind of luxury 
4x4 - 510bhp sees to that. So does the 
gargantuan price tag - £75,000. 

The ML63 wears its superlatives 
comfortably. It outguns the Porsche 
Cayenne Turbo and the BMW X5 
4.8iS in terms of sheer power and 
due to the fact that its chassis is com¬ 
fortably lighter, it’s crushingly quick 
as well. 

This is no lugger. Under the bonnet 
of this M-Class beats the heart of a 
supercar; a hand built 6.3-litre en¬ 
gine that thrives on revs. Even the 
peak torque figure of 630Nm is 
reached at a lofty 5,200rpm. Pa¬ 
parazzi will need handy motorbikes 
to stay with the ML 63 AMG’s sprint 


to 60mph of just 5.0 seconds. If 
they’re trying to keep pace in a 
Porsche 911 Carrera, they’ll be treat¬ 
ed to the sight of the Mercedes’ quad 
tail pipes pulling away from them. 

What’s more, whereas you’ll need a 
fair degree of skill to extract a five 
second sprint to 60mph from a 911, in 
the ML63 AMG it genuinely is press 
and play. 

Always one of the best looking 
luxury 4x4s, the latest M-Class m 
merely tweaks the recipe a lit- /a 
tie. Those staples of any 
midlife facelift - lights, 
bumpers and front grille - 
have all been given the once 
over. This AMG model can 
be identified by its aggres¬ 
sive bodykit and special 
radiator grille highlight¬ 
ed in chrome. 

There are also a striking 
chrome underguards peep¬ 
ing out below the bumpers 
at the front and the back. 
Aluminium roof-rails 


feature on the ML 63 as well as spe¬ 
cial exterior mirrors but it’s the cu¬ 
mulative effect of all the styling 
modifications that’s more impres¬ 
sive. This is one seriously pumped- 
up 4x4. 

Occupying top spot in the range, 
the ML 63 AMG model features an 
even more lavish cabin than usual. 
There’s a special AMG steering 
wheel, a leather trimmed dash and 
all kinds of glossy trim finishes. 
Practicality-wise, the M-Class can 
still deliver. At 880mm, 


the distance between the front and 
rear seats is reasonably good and the 
63:37 folding rear bench folds flat to 
access up to 2050 litres of fresh air. 
Removable cushions can be ordered 
as an option, which means that an 
entirely flat load floor can be at¬ 
tained, stretching 2100mm to the 
back of the vehicle. 

If you have to ask the price, you 
can’t afford it. No AMG Mercedes 
comes cheap but at least you get 
plenty of kit for your money. The 
cost of running an ML 63 AMG will 
be something north of astro¬ 
nomical. Drive it hard 
and you can expect 
economy in single 
figures with 
similarly

profligate emissions. Still, even this 
will be well within the price range of 
the kinds of individuals who have the 
money to buy one in the first place. 

If you were in the enviable position of 
being able to run an ML63 AMG with¬ 
out it significantly denting your bottom 
line, it would take a lot of restraint not 
to indulge.
